John Weatherwax about 19 years of 


age stabbed Lee Startzman, a lad about 
about two years his junior, four times, 
inflicting painful and serious wounds. 


"Punch" 
(Herbert) 
Ellison 
and 


Weatherwax were playing cards in an 
N. & W. box car which was standing 
on the-track at Campbell avenue, about 


4:30 
yesterday afternoon. 
Startzman 


vvas looking on and the boys had played 
several games of seven up when "Sil" 
Holt and Will Wallace joined the crowd, 
the spectators standing up back of the 
players who were seated. The boys had 
finished a close game when a dispute 
arose as to which counted first, high or 
low. Ellison said that low counted, and 
Weatherwax that high went out first 
They settled by agreeing on the latter. 
The boys were preparing to play an- 
othey game, when Startzman inter- 
rupted by saying that low should count. 
Weatherwax replied and they were 
soon exchanging some very hot words, 
Startzman daring Weatherwax to get 
up and fight, and the latter refusing to 
doso. Startzman finally hit him several 
times in the face and kicked him over 
on the floor. They wrestled a short 
time when Weatherwax finally pulled 
a razor from his pocket and slashed 
right and left. The first blow struck 
Startzman in the back, cutting a deep . 
gash about three inches long. Another 
blow struck him in the neck, cutting a 
gash about six inches long and two 
inches deep, and fortunately just miss- 
ing a vital artery. The two jumped 
out of the car and ran to the middle of 
the street still fighting. Startzman re- 
ceived two other -telling blows, one on 
each arm. Helt, -who ran to the car 
door as the fighters jumped out, re- 
ceived one blow on-tbe foot, the razor 
cutting through his shoe. 


Startztnan's parents were away from 


home spending the day, and he went to 
Joe Wallace's house, on Gallia street 
xvhere medical assistance was secured. 


Drs. 
Halderman and Smith were sum- 


moned, and gave his wounds immediate 
attention. Before the boys' wounds 
were entirely dressed his parents ar- 
rived, the mother fainting at the sight 
of her son. He was then removed to 
the Startzman home, back of the Wait 
Cabinet works. 


In the meantime Weatherwax had 


skipped out, going up Kinney's lane. 
The authorities had been notified, and 
several policemen who had arrived gave 
chase, but were unable to get track of 
the fugitive at that time. 


Some of the officers followed him to 


the Spring Lane distillery, and from 
there chased him across the hills but 
lost track of him. 


Marshal Watkins and several police- 


men 
continued the chase late last 


night The marshal went to Scioto- 
ville, and there posted Constable Oberly 
and several other people, and then with 
Policeman McFarlin walked down the 
railroad track to this city, searching 
for the fugitive on the way down.
